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EAGER FOR THE FRAY. 


PARNELL . CONTINUES HIS CHARGES 
AGAINST CHAMBERLAIN. 


Gladstone Comes to Chamberiain’s Rescue— 
The Government’s Complete Change of 
the Object of the Special Commission—A 
New Crusade Against Slavery—The Ger- 
man Emperor’s Retarn—Foreign News. 


&pecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpon, August i.—The certainty of the re- 
newal of the angry scene of the night before 
caused a crowded attendance yesterday in the 
House of Commons. As the House only con- 
tains seats for one-half the full complement of 
members, many legislators who came late had 
to find seats inside the galleries. Chamber 
lain was early in his seat to answer the accusa- 
tions of betraying the confidence of his col- 
leagues. Hetook up his position in the last 
seat of the front opposition bench, where 
Gladstone and other Liberal leaders were also 
early in thelr places. Parnell appeared no 
less eager for the fray. With quiet 
deliberation he proceeded with the ac- 
cusations until Courtney, as Obairman of 
committee, stopped them as not relevant to 
the bill. As Parnell spoke, Gladstone, whose 
hearing is becoming somewhat impaired, 
placed his band to his ear and leaned towards 
the Irish chief. .Thus he almost came in 
physical contact with Chamberlain. It was 
evident from what Gladstone frankly and 
generously admitted that Parnell was mis- 
taken insupposing that Chamberlain, in ne- 
gotiating what the Tories used to denounce as 
the ‘‘Kilmainbam treaty,’’ acted without the 
knowledge of his colleagues. The graver 
charge, which Chamberlain left unanswered, 
wus revealing in letters to Parnell what hap- 
pened in Gladstone’s Cabinet and even ex- 
pressing gratification at the discomfiture 
of bis colleagué, Spencer. In spite 
of the Liberals’ applications on the closure 
rule, the House was still engaged discussing 
amendments to the first clause when the de- 
bate adjourned, the House not rising untila 
quarter to4this morning. In the crucial di- 
vision on the question ‘whether the inquiry 
shall be extended to other persons besides 
Members of Parliament, the Government ob- 
tained a majority of 56. The normal majority 
should be 98. Sir Henry James, being one of 
the Times counsel, could not vote; but not so 
the Attorney-General. Smith’s admission 
that he had conferred with the proprietor of 
the Times had a damaging effect for the Gov- 
ernment, but simply confirmed what isalready 
notorious. 

CRUSADE AGAINST ‘SLAVERY. 

A new crusade against slavery was begun 
‘Cardinal Lavigerie, Bishop of Algiers, in 
noteworthy addross yesterday at the meeting 
of the British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Soci- 
ety A®sociation, composed chiefly of Noncon- 
ring words, wherein he urged the example of. 
Stanley to show that slavery might be com- 
pletely stamped out by a small body of say 500 
resolute white men, appears likely to lead to 
some such movément as indicated. The ad- 
dress created a deep impression.

Meeting to Investigate His Death—The 
Police Tell the Story. 


The friends of Alfred Hollins, the young 
negro who was shot and killed by either 
Detective Louis Zeigler or Detective John 
Fitzgerald on Monday evening, are deter- 
mined to see thatan indictment is returned 
against the detectives and the case brought 
totrial, E. J. Morris, the Superintendent of 
the Star Nut Lock Co., where 
Hollins was employed, stated this 
morning that a meeting of the 


dead man's friends would be held either 
to-night or to-morrow night at Union Hall to 
take some action to see that a prosecution was 
instituted. Mr. Morrisis very bitter net 
the police and asserts that he has rea- 
sons to believe from the testimon duced at 
the inquest that the killing of the young ne- 
gro was not justifiable. 

Mr. Morris said: The police have 
been hounding Hollins without any rea- 
son for a long time, and have 
reasons for believing that the detectives acted 
hastily. Hollins was in my employ for some- 
time and I always found him a reliable and 
hard working fellow. He was arrested by the 
— 175 every once and a while on sus icion, 

ut was always discharged after Several days 
confinement without any specific charge be- 
ing made against him. Once he was arrested 
for carrying concealed weapons, was tried and 
convicted. If Iam correctly informed, the 
true sto was that 
Hollins took the revolver awa 
woman of ill-fame, whom he feared was about 
to shoot one of her kind, and he had only just 
taken it away from her when the police took 
uim into custody. He wasjarrested so fre. 
quently without any reasons that I considered 
the conduct of the p lice nothing short of 
downright persecution, and I decided to see 
if something could be done to compel 
them to leave the man alone when he 
was not engaged in any wrong-doing. 
I went to see Chief Huebler to inform him of 
the way in which the man was being hounded, 
and he told me that Hollins would not be 
molested again unless he engaged in wron 
doing. Hollins was in jail at that time, and 
bailed him out. We started down the street 
together, and, when we reached the corner of 
Sixth and Spruce, we met Detective MoGrath

ENCE INCULCATED BY MEDICAL WORKS. 


taken a number of trips to the Islands of the 
Pacific and certain parte of India. I have 
been obliged to learn a good deal about medi- 
cine, and from the works I read conceived 
certain notions as to the best diet for the de- 
velopment of muscular strength. I studied 
the matter carefully, and after a long series of 
observations came to the conclusion that the 
medical writers know little or nothing of the 
subject, and that diet, as long as it 
was not absolutely deleterious, has little or 
nothing to do with physical development and 
endurance. In the early ‘50s I was called 
upon to live for months among the Indians of 
the Northwest, especially among the Black - 
feet, Flatheads and Gros Ventres. 
INDIAN RUNNERS. 

With the exception of the latter, who eat a 
great quantity of fish, these tribes were almost 
exclusively meat eating, and their vegetable 
diet was not worth reckoning. Never among 
white men have Ideen anything like the same 
endurance that they displayed. They were 
never of heavy physique, few of them weigh- 
ing-160 pounds, and most of them talling 
below 145, but their runners were unequaled 
on this continent. With a few pounds 
of pemmican meat dried in the sun, and 
pounded into a homogenous mass, one of the 
Blackfoot runners would set out on a journey 
of 300 miles over rugged, mountainous country 
and never take more than five duysin mak- 
ing the trip, while the first of them would ar- 
rive at their destination in a little over four. 
Ona trip of over 100 miles the best horse 
would stand no chance against them, even on 
level ground, and when once among the 
mountains they would laugh at all mounted 
pursuit, no matter how close the horsemen 
might be to them. The Gros Ventres, on a 
fish diet, would start off to a trading post 
with a pack of furs weighing 150 pounds on

FINDLAY’S GREAT DANGER. 


U 
A German Scientist Says the Town Stands on 
a Great Cavern Filled With Gas. 


„ 
CINCINNATI, O., August 1.— Dr. E. Weissen 


bauer, professor of geology in Heidelberg 
University, Germany, is here for a few days; 
after a visit of scientific inspection to the nat- 
ural gas wells at Findlay, O. The Professor 
says that he found the vastness of the gas de- 
posite under Findlay greatly underestimated 
and that underneath the town at great 
depth lay a mighty cavern, filled with highly 
inflammable gas under tremendous pressure. 


By means of experiments with del- 
icate instruments the Professor has 
come to the conclusion that at a distance eof 
only one mile between the great gas cavity 
which lies under Findiay a fire is ing at a 
temperature of nearly 8, deg. Not satis- 
fied with the observations at one point he 
took several welle within a radius of three 
miles, and claims his first observations were 
completely confirmed. He says that about 
1,200 feet below the city of Findlay lies an im- 
mense cavern. It is several miles long and 
in some places more than half a mile 
This is crowded full of gas, 
is under a pressure almost inconcelyable. 
Then come several strata of rock, perhaps 
a mile in thickness, and then this great inter- 
nal fire at a temperature of over 3,000 degs. 
The last of the layers, which lies directly over 
the fires, is meiting away. bout ten miles 
from Findiay on either side it is of great 
thickness, butasit nears the town it ows 
thinner, the furnace beneath disintegra ing It 
and ever lessening the barrier between iteeif 
and the gas wells. From the tremendous 
cracking which is to be heard by the sound in- 
strument it is almost certain that the disinte- 
82 is going on with great rapidity, and 
e professor seems to think an early catas- 
trophy not only possibile but probable.

Influenced by the fatigue 
caused by so much walking. it occurred to her 
that she might herself become paralyzed, and 
that their situation would then be terrible. 
Haunted by this idea she felt a growing weak- 
ness in her limbs and after a while was quite 
unable to walk. The pathology of the affec- 
tion was understood by Reynolds, who ore- 
scribed a purely moral treatment. He finally 
convinced his patient that she was able to 
walk, and in fact she resumed the practice.

The heavy- weights in England are carrying 
all before them. Satiety won the Liverpool 
Cup with 125 pounds on his back, giving 
lumps of weight to older horses, and Capt. 
Machell openly declared that he was the best 
38-year-old in trainiag. Orbit won the great 
Eclipse stakes carrying 124 pounds, and Os- 
sory, with 127, ran second beating the 


“‘cracks’’ Martley, Eiridspord, Krakatoa, 
Love-in-Idleness, Florentine and others. 
Minting’s handsome victory with 140 
pounds up is still talked about on both sides 
of the Atlantic.

The 
next day he tried to see his family, but falling, 
gave away his revolver, which was concealed 
about him and went to bed, slowly to die by 
eating morphine. His little boys went to see 
him and while inthe room he tried to force 
them to take morphine, telling them he was 
was going to die and wanted them to die with 
him. He did not succeed and the little ones 
left. Afterthat noone was allowed to come 
near him and for hours he took smali doses of 
morphine until he died. 

He left several letters behind to his wife and 
others. Those to his wife were full of affec- 
tion and pleadings for forgiveness.
